11.  U.S. -CHINA  RELATIONS 

"The  U.S.  radical  voice  offends  China" 

The  official  Communist  Party  international  news  publication  Global 
Times  (Huanqiu  Shibao) ( 05/15 ) : "Is  it  possible  that  the  Chinese 
Intelligence  Institute  is  better  than  the  CIA?  It  must  be  the  case 
because,  yesterday  the  U.S.  released  the  news  that  Pentagon 
officials  sold  information  to  China.  It  seems  that  the  world  rarely 
hears  about  the  U.S.  conducting  any  intelligence  activities  in 
China.

b.  "Halt  virus  at  its  epicenter"

the  U.S.  and  Mexico  - have  the  largest  number  of  confirmed  cases  of 
swine  flu  in  the  world,  raising  concerns  about  the  effectiveness  of 
their  containment  efforts.  The  U.S.  in  particular  has  a lot  to  do, 
with  the  virus  spreading  rapidly.  The  number  of  people  being 
infected  has  soared  quickly  and  three  people  have  died.  Compared 


with  other  countries,  which  are  in  high  gear  to  combat  the  swine 
flu,  the  U.S.  public  seems  indifferent  to  the  danger.  The  American 
government  and  media  have  taken  a low-key  approach  to  dealing  with 
the  flu.  Considering  its  global  business  interactions,  the  U.S.  in 
particular  is  at  risk  of  spreading  the  virus  to  other  countries, 
including  many  that  have  only  poor  healthcare  systems.  At  the 
moment,  life  in  the  U.S.  is  continuing  much  as  before,  with 
Americans  traveling  as  widely  and  often  as  usual.  But  the  impact  of 
swine  flu  can  be  disastrous  for  countries  without  proper 
preventative  systems.  Few  countries  can  afford  the  expensive 
healthcare  system  the  U.S.  enjoys.  China  has  taken  exhaustive 
measures  to  track  down  all  of  the  people  who  traveled  with  the  two 
swine  flu  victims.  A few  are  still  missing,  posing  a risk  to  the 
rest  of  the  population.  Pandemics  have  no  boundaries.  The  U.S. 
should  not  ignore  warnings  the  WHO  has  issued  for  the  entire 
world . " 

13.  U.S.  POLICY 

"The  unchanged  core  concept" 

The  official  Communist  Party  People's  Daily  (Renmin  Ribao) ( 05/15 ) : 
"The  U.S.  Department  of  State  recently  issued  a report  listing  Cuba, 
Iran,  Syria  and  the  Sudan  as  countries  that  support  terrorism.  When 
comparing  the  mild  and  practical  changes  on  other  issues,  this 
report,  which  is  different  from  the  theme  of  'change'  that  Obama 
advocated  earlier,  reflects  that  the  U.S.'  diplomatic  core  concepts 
remain  unchanged.
